He asked whether Poland belonged to Russia by 
ot nationality; whether this principie lost its power and value if 
applied to India or Egypt. Germany's enemies, blinded at the beginning 
of thé war by false stories, excited to hatred, were now able, after military 
‘nd diplomatic defeats, to cling only to the idea of Germany's annihilation. 
For this purpose there had been invented the theory that Germany 
could be starved. On this point, the Chancellor said with particular em- 
phasis: 
“We all agree that our food supplies are sufficient, that the only 
important question is distribution. The economic unit stretching from 

Arras into Mesopotamia cannot be crushed.” 

As to copper, the Chancellor declared Germany had immense stores, 
sufficient for years and years. He spoke of Germany’s success in produc- 
ing substitutes for certain articles, such as rubber. 

Referring to the discussion whether Germany’s enemies would be able 
to bring greatly superior forces into the field, the Chancellor mentioned 
the fact that France already had called to the colors the class of 1917,, 
bringing into the war youths under the usual military age. 

The Chancellor referred to the charge that members of the crew of a 
German submarine had been shot while defenseless by the crew of the 
British patrol boat Baralong, and said the English press had concealed 
the facts of this case from the nation. As he made these remarks the 
whole house arose as an expression of indignation. 

“Not Fighting to Subjugate Other Nations. 

Speaking of the guarantees of the position of Germany in the future 
to be included in the peace terms, Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg insisted 
that the longer the war is continued with increasing bitterness by Ger- 
many’s enemies, the greater is the need of such guarantees. 

“We do not fight in order to subjugate other nations,” he said. “We 
fight for the protection of our life and liberty. For the German Govern- 
ment the war always has been what it was at the beginning—a war of 
defense for the German nation and for her future. 

“The war can be terminated only by a peace which will give the 
certitude that war will not return. We all agree about that. There lies 
and there always will lie the root of our strength.” 

Among the statements made by the Chancellor which attracted at- 
tefition was that the King of Bulgaria had redeemed the promise given 
‘after the second Balkan war in which contest Bulgaria had borne the bruat 
of the fighting and had then been abandoned by Russia. Servia then had 
received her reward from Russia because the Servian vanguard had ad- 
vanced against Austria-Hungary, the Chancellor declared, but today Bul- 
garian flags are floating over reconquered Bulgaria. “Servia has been 
crushed and this is one more small country which has been sacrificed for 
the interest of the entente allies,” he said. 

The Danube is now free, the Chancellor said, and the Turkish position 
in the Dardanelles is now firmer than ever before although Mr. Asquith 
last summer proclaimed their imminent fall.

SALONIKI, Dec. 4.—In the last two days I have been permitted to 
skirt the 14 miles of French and about twelve miles of the English front. 
In a visit so brief it is possible only to receive an impression of limitless 
snowclad mountains, not in ranges, but confused and interlocking, each ap- 
parently concealng a battery of artillery and each enfilading the other. It 
is a winter war, a war in the clouds, a war in the form of skylines, the hori- 
zons of which are faintly outlined and in which only artillery combats are

Agrees Not to Requisition Ships 
of the American Transat- 
lantic Company. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—Ambassador 
Page at London advised the State De- 
partment today that Great Britain had 


acceded to the American protest against 
the requisitioning of ships of the Ameri- 
can Transatlantic Co. 

Test cases will be made of the steam- 
ers Hocking and Genesee which will not 
be requisitioned, but held pending de- 
cision of the prize court. Meantime, 
Great Britain assures the United States 
that no other vessels of the company 
will be seized. 

Secretary Lansing, in announcing re- 
ceipt of Ambassador Page's dispatch. 
said Sir Cecil Spring-Rice, the British 
Ambassador, also had informed him to- 
day of the decision of the Foreign Of- 
fice. A speedy trial of the test cases is 
expected. 

The Hocking and the Genessee, as well 
as other ships belonging to the Ameri- 
can company, were seized because of 
suspicions that they had German inter- 
est. At the time of he formation of 
the company, the suggestion was made 
by Great Britain that at least a part of 
the money with which the ships were 
bought and registered under the Ameri- 
can flag came indirectly from the Ger- 
man Government. The company Ras de- 
nied to the State Department that a sin- 
gle share of its stock is held by any per- 
son other than American citizens. Af- 
fidavits to support that have been col- 
lected from the shareholders. 

Great Britain apparently has set aside, 
for the time, that part of the order in 
council, under which the crown moved 
for the requisitioning of the Hocking, 
the Genessee and other ships of the line. 
The Genessee is at St. Lucia, West In- 
dies.

Fell Into an Ambush. 

The Germans and Austrians fell into 
the ambush and became panic-stricken 
when the Russians opened fire, it is de- 
clared, the Austrians running for their 
lives and throwing down their riflea. 
In the confusion the German cavalry, 
not knowing how large a force might 
be opposing them, also retreated, many 
troopers falling under the Russian fire. 

The Russians were ordered to follow 
on foot into the village. They came 
upon a large estate and through the 
windows of the mansion made out the 
figures of German officers. Half of the 
force of scouts made for the mansion, 
while the others continued their pursuit 
of the retreating troops. 

A rush for the doors of the mansion 
was made by 10 Cessacks, the account 
continues, and so quickly was the prog- 
1ess of events that the German officers 
did not have time to obtain their coats 
und furs before they were hustled out- 
side. 

Valuable Papers Obtained. 

By this time the other division of the 
scouting party had returned and 
searched the mansicn, which proved to 
be a division staff headquarters, and 
cbtained valuable papars. The whole in- 
cident took place in less than 15 min- 
utes. 

With their prisoners, the scouts be- 
wan to retire. The German cavalrymen 
meanwhile had reformed and attempt- 
ed to cut off the Russian retreat. The 
prisoners were sent back under convoy, 
however, it is declared, and the retreat 
covered by the bulk of the scouts, who 
also succeeded in returning to the Rus- 
sian lines with small losses. 

It is stated that the captured staff 
included two Generals, one being a di- 
vision commander; seven staff officers 
and several Red Cross physicians. One 
Colonel was killed in attempting to es- 
cape.

T would probably be a mistake to interpret the apparent difference 
that bas arisen between the British and their allies over the Balxas 
campaign as due solely to varying opinions about the wisdom of 

pursuing operations in Macedonia. On the contrary, there is sound reason 
for believing that the long series of British blunders and failures has 
begun to get on the nerves of both the French and the Russians, and 
that there is a distinct purpose in Paris and Petrograd to question British 
leadership in the allied camp hereafter. 

As to the Servian question, it is plain that complete as has been the 
failure to help the Serbs, continued pressute upon Bulgaria in Macedonia 
will compel continuing sacrifices on the part of the Bulgars, thus con- 
ceivably opening a way to an ultimate change in Bulgarian sympathy, 
and it will keep alive Servian and Montenegrin resistance. 


i 


On the other Rand, if the allies leave 
Macedonia, Rumania and Greece will 
read in an abandonment of Servia the 
peril for them of any alliance with the 
enemies of Germany. The loss of pres- 
tige will be enormous; it might even 
lead Rumania to enlist on the Teutonic 
side, and it would at the very least 
terminate allied hope in the Near East 
for the period of the war. It would, in 
addition, release Austrian and German 
troops for service against Russia or 
Italy. 

As to the British case: It is manifest 
that if a campaign is to be made in 
Macedonia, Great Britain must supply 
the troops. France has sent some 60,000 
soldiers, commanded by Sarrail, who 
saved Verdun last year, but this is but 
a handful, and not less than 500, 00% will 
be needed. To find these troops while 
defending Egypt. maintaining a million 
soldiers in France and Belgium and gar- 
risoning India is a stiff job. To this 
must be added thé army at Gallipoll, f 
the campaign at the straits is to con- 
tinue. 

The Dardanelles operation has cost 
Great Britain at least 125,000 men in cas- 
ualties and an enormous temporary 
loss due to sickness. The campaign has 
been an utter and dismal failure and 
seems now hopeless. So also is the 
Macedonian operation, as a campaig:. 
io relieve Servia cr interrupt German 
communication with Constantinople. 
British desire to pull out of two hope- 
less ventures, which will call for large 
force, is plain. 

Russia's Balkan Influence Broken, 

On the other hand, Russia's wishes 
are unmistakable. Her Balkan influ- 
ence has been shattered, she is power- 
less now to aid Servia, to exert pre- 
sure on Bulgaria, and she is faced with 
the possibility that if the army in Mace- 
donia is withdrawn, Rumania may en 
list with the central Powers and Turkey 
may direct a huge army against the 
Caucasus front. 

So much for the military aspect, but 
the other side must be considered by all 
who are desirous of estimating correctly 
the present status of allied relations. 
There can be no mistake as to the pres- 
ent restlessness in France, among the 
people and even in the high command, 
alt the apparent inability of the British 
to get their military establishment into 
shape. 

In the French opinion these things 
weigh heavily: The British failure at 
Neuve Chappelle was due to the iInabil- 
ity of the reserves to get up in time to 
carry on the work done in the first at- 
tack. Precious hours were lost at a 
time when the fate of Lille seemed de- 
clded and the German line actually 
pierced. Then came the reverse in the 
second battle of Ypres. Then the com- 
piete breakdown of the British portion 
of the offensive in Artois, which robbed 
Fech of the fruits of his great effort. 

This was in the spring, and with the 
Pritish fallure it became clear that no 
drive was possible on the western front, 
and Germany was able to go east and 
defeat Russia and drive the Slavs out 
of Galicia, Poland and Lithuania. Mean- 
time the British operation on the Qulli- 
poli Peninsula ended in complete dead 
lock, despite the opportunity to win, 
which came when Sari Bahr was occu- 
pled.

What is sald quite frankly in France 
is that British diplomatic failure in the 
Balkans—and in Paris the Bulgarian 
Hasco is charged to the British—has for 
the first time moved the French to 
question the wisdom of permitting the 
British to play the role of senior part- 
ner in the allied firm in the diplomatic 
field. British fallure in the military 
operations of the year has already pro- 
voked a discussion vf the advisability 
of naming a French General—Foch has 
been mentioned—to command the Brit- 
ish troops in Belgium and France. 

All this has been kept under the sur- 
face 80 far, but there ie no mistaking 
the fact that French ecriticiam of Brit- 
ish high command is on the increase.

Representative Robertson Says 
Supt. Blewett Proposed Amend- 
ment; Latter Denies It. 


An opinion that the Board of Education 
has no legal right to permit the use of 
school buildings by civic, improvement, 
school patrons’ and neighborhood or- 
ganizations has been submitted by Rob- 
ert Burkham, attorney for the board, to 


Buildings Committee. Burkham bases 
his opinion on a law passed by the last 
Legislature which was designed particu- 
larly to legalize such use. The bill was 
introduced at the instance of the State 
Committee on Social Legislation and 
was strongly supported by the Civic 
League. 

As a result of a campaign by the Post- 
Dispatch in favor of general use of 
school buildings at night, the board in 
May, 1914, authorized the use, basing its 
decision on a construction of the law by 
E. M. Grossman, former attorney for 
the board, who held that the purposes 
designated were educational. 

Bill Seught te Clear Situation. 

In order that there might be no lega! 
question about the use of all the schools 
in the State, a bill epecifically giving tne 
right was introduced by Representative 
McKnig of Gentry County. 

The journal of the House of Repre- 
sentatives shows that when the bill was 
called up for engrossment Feb. 8 Rep- 
resentative John C. Robertson of St 
Louls introduced an amendment pro- 
viding that it should not apply to the 


adopted. It says it shall not apply to 
cities having a population of 78,000 or 
more. 

Representative Robertson this morn- 
ing, when seen by a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, said that his recollection Is that 
he introduced the amendment at the 
request of Ben Blewett, Superintendent 
of Public Schools, who, he said, told 
him that the bill was not to the best 
interests of St. Louis schools, 

“I am and always have been in favor 
of the use of school buildings by the 
public,” Robertson said. It was my 
understanding when I Introduced the 
amendment that St. Louls was operat- 
ing under a special charter and that 
the Board of Education had provided 
for such use of St. Louis school bulld- 
ings. I understood that the board 
merely did not want passed any con- 
flicting laws which would interfere. 
with the existing conditions in St. Louis.

Blewett Denies Responsibility. 

Supt. Blewett, when told of Rob- 
ertson’s statement, declare4 that he 
had no recollection of ever having 
made such a statement to Robertson. 
He thought Robertson must have 
been misunderstood. He showed the 
fileg of what he said was his com- 
plete correspondence with Robertson 
during the Legislature's session, and 
they did not contain any letter mak- 
ing such a statement. 

“I personally always have favored a 
wider use of the public schools,“ Supt. 
Blewett said, because I think that such 
use would be a corollary to the improve- 
ment of the civic life and would improve 
the social life of the city. It has al- 
ways been a debatable question with the 
School Board whether the moneys 
gained from taxes, to be used in educat- 
ing children between the ages of 6 and 
20, should also be used, or a part of them 
used, in providing a wider use of public 
schools, such as creating in them social 
centers.“ . 

Supt. Blewett said the law had allowed 
all persons the free use of school build- 
ings without restrictions, and that the 
Civic League, in an effort to get per- 
mission to charge small admissions to 
defray expenses of certain entertain- 
ments, and to try to get the exclusive 
use of certain rooms with restrictions, 
wrote a letter to the Building Commis- 
sioner, This letter was turned over to 
to the board's attorney, Blewett said, 
and resulted in the discovery that no- 
body could use the schools outside of 
school hours. Such use of the schools, 
he said, had been temporarily suspend. 
ed, and the School Board will meet 
Tuesday to consider the problem.

Circuit Attorney Refuses to Say 
Whether Witness Who Lost 
Memory Will Be Called. 


The grand jury will take up tomor 
row afternoon the cases of Julius R 
Bersch, Harold G. Gilmore and Harry 
C. Imel, three of the nine defendants in 
the arson conspiracy cases. The dis- 
missal by Circuit Attorney Harvey yes- 
terday of the first indictments against 
the three, caused surprise, and the only 
explanation given thus far is that Her- 
bert O. Baker of Webster Groves, the 
State’s chief witness, suffered a loss of 
memory. 

Harvey today repeated his announce 
ment of yesterday, that the prosecu- 
tions would not be dropped After dis- 
missing the indiccments, he issued in- 
formations against Bersch, Gilmore and 
Imel, charging them with arson in the 
second and third degrees. These in- 
formations will serve to keep them un- 
der bond, pending the grand jury's con- 
sideration of new indictments. 

Daker Attitude an Enigma. 

The Cirouit Attorney would not say 
whether Baker would be used as a wit- 
ness in the attempt to reindict the three 
men. Baker's attitude and actions are 
an enigma. 

After the dismissal of the indictments 
was announced, Baker wandered about 
the hallway of the Municipal Courts 
building, between Judge Cave's court- 
room and the Circuit Attorney’s office, 
talking to everyone who would stop to 
listen to him. 

“What's meant by this?” he would 
say, referring to the dismissal of the 
Cases, 1 don’t understand this.“ 

When he was toid that his own lapse 
of memory had been given as an ex- 
planation, he said, “Why, I didn’t omit 
anything. I am telling just the same 
story that I was before.” 

“What do you think they'll do to me?” 
was the question which he asked every 
few minutes. 

Denies, Talk With Clerk. 

When Baker was asked about his con- 
versation with Harry Russell, a grand 
jury stenographer, he said he did not 
know anything about it. Russell has 
said that Baker asked him, three days 
ago, if he would get into any trouble” 
if he could not remember as a witness 
the matters to which he testified before 
the grand jury. 

Baker’s statement to the grand jury 
was not his only confession of his part 
in arson promotion. He made a state- 
ment to the police, which could be used 
as evidence against him if he should be 
brought to trial. Harvey has issued in- 
formations against him, charging arson, 
but he has not been indicted, on the 
theory that an indictment might impair 
his value as a witness. He is under 
$1000 bond. 

When he talked with the Circuit At- 
torney Tuesday, as a preliminary to his 
expected appearance as a witness yes- 
terday, Baker professed to be unable to 
remember important matters, to which 
he had testified before the grand jury. 
When his testimony, before the grand 
jury, as to meetings and conferences 
figuring in the plot, were read to him, he 
would say, “I may have said that, but I 
don’t recall it at this time.“ 

Official Becomes Cautious. 

Harvey became so disgusted with 
Baker’s replies that he sent him from 
the office, telling him not to re*urn 
without his lawyer, R. Perry Spencer 
Baxer and the lawyer talked with Har- 
vey later. When Baker, in his roam- 
ings about the corridor, tried to engage 
Assistant Circuit Attorney Baer, in a 
confidential talk, Baer replied that he 
was no sucker,“ and would talk witn 
Baker only in the presence of witnssses. 

The arson prosecutions had their ort 
gin in the trapping of four alleged 
„torches,“ or active incendiaries, at 
the Christen Bellows plant, 121 Dock 
street, Sep-. 11 last. Baker’s airest and 
confession came a few hours later, and 
those arrested subsequently were 
Bersch, an insurance agent; Otto F. Le- 
man, en insurance adjuster’ Gilmore, 
head of the Gilmore-Bonfig Decorating 
Co., whose store at 4455 Olive street 
burned July 24; and Imel, secretary of 
the Gilmore firm.

Jury at Clayton Finds for Young 
Bride in Action Against 
Mother-in-Law. 
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Mrs. Helen Cooper Singleton of 803 
Hickory street won a verdict for 


$7600 in Judge McElhinney'’s court at 
Clayton today, in her $20,000 damage 
suit against her mother-in-law, Mrs. 
Mary W. Wright of 6176 Von Versen 
avenue, whom she charged with 
alienating the affections of her hus- 
band, Mrs. Wright’e son, Allen W. 
Singleton, now 21 years old. 

Statements of the jurors to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter indicated that most 
of them favored a verdict for a larger 
sum, but that they feared such 4 
judgment as they wished to give 
might be set aside by the court as 
excessive.

Piret Verdict Set Aatée. 

The case was first tried more than 
a year ago, before Judge Wurdeman, 
and a $5006 judgment was awarded, 
but Judge Wurdeman granted a new 
trial, chiefly on the ground that the 
young wife, by holding her infant in 
her lap during the arguments, had 
moved the jury to pity. 

Singleton was living with his moth- 
er in Old Orchard, St. Louis County, 
at the time of his elopement to Chi- 
cago with Mise Helen Coopeér in July, 
1913. She was formerly employed in 
a cereal factory. 

It was testified, in the trial, that 
young Singleton did not return to his 
wife after his mother called on him 
and took him away with her for a 
conference. Mrs. Singleton’s counsel 
argued that this proved that the 
mother had said something to the 
youth which influenced him te leave 
his wife, and the jurors took this 
view. Mra. Wright testified, however, 
that she made every effort to get her 
son to provide for his wife, and to 
come to a realization of the respon- 
sibilities of married life.

“Mr. Seton did not resign: he was de- 
liberately dropped by the Nationa! 
Council of the Bey Scouts of America 
on the question of Americanism. He 
is not an American citizen. He not only 
resented suggestions and requests that 
he become an American citizen, but 
went further and objected to the Boy 
Scout handbook including a chapter cf 
patriotism. His term expired February, 
1915.

ITALY UNABLE TO GET SUPPLY 
OF NEEDLES AND MANY DRUGS 


Number of Common-Place Articles 
Used Came From Germany 
Before the War. 

ROME, Dec. — The scarcity of com- 
monplace articles, such as needles, toilet 
supplies and drugs is probably more ac 
centuated in Italy than in any of the 


other belligerent countries, because these 
articles have been supplied to Italy al- 


most entirely by Germany. One of the 
branches of an American sewing ma- 
chine company, for tnstance, reports it 
ig no longer able to supply medium-siz:4 
needles, because these are made in Ger- 
many. It also appears an impossibility 
tu buy a fever thermometer in Rome, as 
this ts another article of German make 
The supply of a number of remedies 16 
exhausted at most of the pharmacies, 
and doctors are finding it increasingly 
difficult to get their prescriptions filled 
hecause of lack of drugs. 

The cars for the transport of goods 
are all used for military purposes and 
Rome even is threatened by a sugar 
famine, although the manufacturers 
have sufficient for the needs of the 
whole country. The cost of living has 
increased about four times and promises 
to rise further.

Minister of Treasury Says Expend- * 


itures in Last Five Months Have 
Totaled 

ROME, Dec. 9.—In a statement before 
the chamber of deputies, the minister 
of the treasury, Paolo Carcano, yester- 
day said that the budget of 1914-15 had 
been closed with a deficit of $567,000. 
The budget of 1915-16 showed a surplus 
of $243,400,000. But, added the minister, 
the surplus was much below the amount 
necessary for the expenditures indis- 
pensable for the continuation of the 
war from the end of December to the 
end of June. Therefore, it was neces- 
sary to make another appeal to the 
Itallan people for a great national loan. 

Carcano, speaking with reference to 
the budget of 1916-17 predicted peace 
would come before the expiration ot 
that period, and he estimated a surplus 
of. $28,000,000, The expenses of the war. 
according to thre minister, reached $600, - 
000,000 during the first five montha and 
would be proportionately higher in the 
next seven months.

CHAUFFEUR WHO 
HIT STREET CAR 
WAS NOT DRUNK 


Investigation Reveals City Hos- 
pital Report on Fred Bornges- 
ser’s Condition Was Wrong. 


HEARING SET FOR DEC. 


Man Accused of Carelessness 
Was Given Ether Compound 
Causing Confusion. 


Fred Borngesser, 2% years old, of 4066 
Morgan street, a chauffeur employed 
by the Hudson-Phillips Motor Car Co., 
was arraigned today before Judge Mil- 
ler in the Court of Criminal Correction 
on a charge of carelessly operating an 
automobile on Dec. 2, when he collided 
with a street car at Vandeventer and 
Cook avenues. This offense, upon con- 
viction, is punishable by a workhouse 
sentence. Judge Clark set the case for 


hearing on Dec. 20. 

It was learned at the arraignment 
that Borngesser was not intoxicated at 
the time of the accident, although two 
city hospital physicians who treated 
him reported that he was suffering 
from alcoholism, a fracture of the left 
collar bone and a laceration on the face. 

Not Drunk, Physician Says. 

Dr. Nicholas L. Pippert, who owns 
a drug store at Vandeventer and Fin- 
ney avenues, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that he was the first physician 
to treat Borngesser after the accident. 
The chauffeur was not intoxicated, he 
said, when carried into his office. 

“He was semiconscious,’’ Dr. Pippert 
said, “and after he was placed on a 
table 1 poured into his mouth a half 
ounce of compound spirits of ether, of 
which the ingredients are alcohol, plus 
ether. My face was close to his mouth, 
and if he had been drinking I would 
have noticed it. 

“I gave the spirits“ of ether as a 
powerful stimulatt.° Shortiy afterward 
the young man was taken in an ambu- 
lance to the hospital. I have been told 
he is not a drinker, and this would 
make him show more plainly the effects 
of the alcohol which I gave him. The 
policemen.and the hospital physicians 
smelled the alcoho!, which I had admin 
istered, and evidently concluded Born- 
gesser was suffering from alcoholism.” 

Borngesser’s employers said he was 
not a drinker. They said he had taken 
u woman customer to her home, and 
was returning to the salesroom at the 
time of the accident. The police, in 
their report, stated Borngesser was 
driving east on Cook avenue, at 6:40 p. 
m., when his machine trashed into the 
‘southbound Vandeventer car. The ma- 
‘chine was damaged $100 and the street 
car $25. 

Warrant Was Issued. 

At the hospital Borngessér was or- 
dered held a prisoner pending applica- 
tion for a warrant for operating an au- 
tomobile when under the influence of 
liquor. Next day Associate Prosecutine 
Attorney Wilson issued a warrant chare- 
ing careless driving. 

Prosecutor Wilson told a reporter 
that witnesses had stated to him that 
Borngesser was driving 50 miles an 
hour,” and that his machine crashed 
into the middle of the street car, smash- 
ing windows and endangering passen- 
gers. He said these circumstances, to- 
gether with the physicians’ report of 
“acute alcoholism,’ led him to make 
a charge of careless driving, which, 
under a special sessions act, is punisha- 
bie by workhouse sentence. Driving 
an automobile when intoxicated is a 
misdemeanor, punishable on first of- 
fense by a fine of $2 to $100. The sec- 
ond offense, however, is a felony. pun- 
ishable by two to five years in the pent- 
tentiary. 

Borngesser’s employers stated they 
intended suing the United Railways for 
damages, alleging carelessness on the 
company’s part.

Ib ADMIT WOMAN 


Cause of Miss Lydia Lee, First 
Applicant, Espoused by Fred 
W. Lehmann. 


Fred W. Lehmann, former Solicitor- 
General of the United States, was the 
chief advocate of admitting Miss Lydia 
Lee to membership in the St. Louis Bar 
Association, when the question came up 
for discussion in a meeting of the as- 
sociation at the University Club Tues- 
day night. 

The question was not decided, being 
postponed until the January meeting, 
on the ground that the attendance was 


important a proposal. Forty-eight of 
those present voted to postpone action, 
and 48 voted to take the question up 
immediately, so the decision lay with 
the president, Charles P. Willlams, who 
ruled in favor of postponement. 

Firat Woman to Apply. 

Miss Lee, the first woman member to 
seek membership in the association, 
has had her application on file-since last 
spring. At Tuesday night's meeting the 
Membership Committee, of which Chris- 
ty M. Farrar is chairman, made a report 
recommending her personally.“ but it 
also submitted a plan for an amend- 
ment to the association’s constitution, 
limiting membership to men. At pres- 
ent the constitution is silent on this 
question. 

Farrar, in addition, recommended an 
amendment providing for a new class 
of ‘honorary’? members, to which wom- 
en lawyers will be admitted. These 
honorary members would be welcomed 
at some meetings, and would not be ex- 
pected to attend other meetings. The 
University Club, where the association 
now holds its monthly meetings, does 
not admit women within its doors, and 
if women were taken into regular mem- 
bership the meetings would have to be 
held elsewhere. This. according to 
President Williams, is the chief objec- 
tion made to admitting women to the 
association. 

Lehmann moved that Miss Lee be re- 
celved as a member, without restric- 
tions, and cited the constitution of the 
association, which said that “lawyers in 
good standing“ were eligible to mem- 
bership. He objected to the idea of an 
amendment which would bar any class 
of applicants, and said each application 
should be considered on its merits. 
Campbell Cummings Supports Motion. 

Campbell Cummings, supporting Leh- 
mann’s motion, said too much impor- 
tance was being attached to the ques- 
tion, and that the opponents of Miss 
Lee's admission were making a moun- 
tain out of a mole hill. 

James C. Jones spoke in opposition 
to the proposal, and Judge Hugo Grimm 
said that, if the desire was to keep the 
membership within the present limita- 
tions, the amendment should be amend- 
ed so as to restrict the privilege to 
“white males.“ 


$*4TO DOMINGO QUESTIONED ON 
AMERICAN LOAN OF $5,000,000 


Republic Asked to Decide Whether It 
Wants Assistance of U. 8. in Re- 
habilitating Finances. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 9. — American 
Minister Russell, at Santo Domingo, has 
been instructed to ascertain whether 
the dominican people desire the aid of 
the United States in rehabilitating the 
republic’s finances through a plan simi- 
lar to that recently put into effect 'n 

Haiti. 

The proposal contemplates supervision 
by the United States of financial 
branches of the Dominican Government 
and rehabilitation of the little republic's 
finances through a foreign loan of .- 
000,000. 

Such a proposal is pending before the 
Dominican Congress, and Minister Rus- 
sell is said to have intimated to offi- 
clals at Santo Domingo that no such 
support need be expected unless this 
Government had definite guarantees of 
the stability of Dominican finances.

Meeting to Arrange for Conven- 
tion to Be Held in St. Louis 
Within Month. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—In addressing 
the members of the Democratic National 
Committee, whom he entertained at 
luncheon in the State dining room at the 
Whité House yesterday, President Wil- 
son was informal. Taking his place at 
the head of the table, he thrust his 
hands into His trousers’ pockets, cast 
aside what he térmed his dress parade“ 
language, and talked freely. and confi- 
dentially on subjects ranging from 
chances of Democratic victory to the 
„Isolated“ life of a chief executive. 

The President said the Republicans 
had no issue for the next campaign, ex- 
cept the tariff, and.that Democracy was 
certain to win. 

“Our constructive work has started an 
irresistible movement which cannot be 
stopped. he declared. “Anyone who 
tells you otherwise is talking through 
his hat. 

Mr. Wilson said nothing to indicate 
whether he would again be a candidate 
for the presidency. 

Democrats of all factions greeted his 
remarks enthusiastically. They left the 
White House in buoyant spirits, deciar- 
ing that his optimism had inspired them 
with new confidence. It was the first 
time, committeemen said, that their 
body had been received as a whole in 
the White House. 

Wie Speech Could Be Published. 


They expressed regret that the text 
of the President's speech would not be 
given out, as they regarded it as a vig- 
orous campaign argument. 

At the outset the President said he 
wanted the members to feel that they 
were a part of a big family of which he 
was a member. He asked whether any- 
one present could suggest any campaign 
argument other than the tariff which 
the opposition could advance and the 
cemmitteemen all shook their heads. 
Nobody knew at this time, he added, 
what sort of a tariff measure must be 
framed to meet changing conditions re- 
sulting from the war. 

Discussing parties and policies general- 
ly the President insisted that the Dem- 
ocratic view was that the majority 
should rule, while that of their oppon- 
ents was that a board of trustees’’ 
should act for the people. 


When Mexico Will Have Peace. 


Touching upon the Mexican problem, 
he said this same majority rule should 
apply in Mexico as well as this country, 
without regard to the wishes of persons 
residing in other countries who hold 
Mexican property. He expressed the be- 
lief that in due time peace would come 
in Mexico, when the people were thor- 
oughly tired of raising disturbances. 

The President spoke to a united com- 
mittee, leaders declared, rumors of 
threatened breaks between friends of 
Fred B. Lynch, the Minnesota commit- 
tceman, and Chairman William F. Me- 
Combs having been disposed of prompt- 
ly. 

McCombs and most of the other com- 
mitteemen departed for their homes last 
night.’ The chairman will name the con- 
vention committee on arrangements this 
week and within a month it will hold 
its first meeting in St. Louis.

He Is Killed and She Cannot 
Recover—Gossip Blamed fot 
Maryland Tragedy.

CRISFIELD, Md., Dec. 9. Dying from 
two bullet wounds in her lungs, Miss 
Hilda Sterling told vesterday of the 
part she play ed in a suicide agreement. 
lier partner in the tragedy; C. Clifford 
Reece, a druggist of this.city, will be 
buried today. His wife is ill from shock. 

The Coroner's jury rendered a verdict 
fof death as the result of a gunshot 
wound, self-inflicted, and made an ef- 
fort to suppress. three letters, two of 
which Reece had written just before his 
death. One was written to Reete by 
Miss Sterling. who had been in his en 
ploy. In it she said that because of 
gossip she no longer would come to the 
store. 

The other notes were written by Reece 
and professed love for Miss Sterling. 
They announced the purpose ot the pair 


to kill themselves on account of the 


town. gossip. 

Miss Sterling told of their decision to 
end their lives. She said they got a 
blanket and went to a wood in an iso- 
lated part of the county Tuesday. After 
wrapping up in the blanket together, 
each teok six grains of morphine, and 
lay down to die. 
expecting never to awaken, but both re- 
covered. 

Reece then drew a pistol and asked 
the girl if he should shoot. Upon her 
replying 1 the affirmative, he. pulled 
the trigger, but the revolver refused to 
work. He then declared he would go 
to Crisfield and get a revolver that 
would shoot. 

After he had ‘gone she decided to leave 
the woods, but found she was too weak 
and dazed to move. Upon Reece’s return 
they talked for a little while and then 
agreed to complete the pact. 

After kissing each other good-by, Miss 
Sterling sat upon the ground and bade 
Reece shoot. He fired three shots into 
her body, of which two plercéd her 
lungs. He then shot himself in the 
chest and fired a bullet into his mouth. 
The two lay there for several hours. 
Finally the girl recovered sufficient 
strength to crawl to the side of the 
road.

WHEELING, W. Va., Dec. 9.—Offictals 
of the big mills in the Wheeling district 
say business outside of that created by 
the European war has taken such a sud- 
den bound that it would be impossible 
for them to handle war orders and they 
are not sought.

The Harrisburg Pipe and Pipe Bending

E. Tracy, its president, said today that 
the concern is devoting more concern to 
domestic orders of the stable kind, which 
are coming in encouragingly. 

The Pennsylvania Steel Co., recently 
acquired by Cambria Steel interests, and 
the Central Iron and Steel Co. have done 
little war work. 

Hosiery and shoe factories and similar 
industries report that war orders have 
amounted to nothing and domestic or- 
ders are satisfactory. 


Cleveland Factories Are Turning 
Down Offers to Make Munitions. 
CLEVELAND, O., Dec. 9.—Manufac- 
turers in Cleveland are finding so many 
orders for the domestic trade in their 
Christmas stockings that they have be- 
gun to turn down war munition business. 
Several Cleveland manufacturers who 
last summer made strenuous efforts to 
book subcontracts for the making of 
shrapnel shells and rifle parts, are now 
content to let such business go else- 

where. 

Officials of Johnson & Jennings, man- 
ufacturers of gasoline engines, said they 
had recently turned down war orders 
because of the increased demand for 
machine products in this country. 

The same condition exists in the plant 
of the Mergenthaler Linotype Co. A con- 
tract for the tooling of rifle parts was 
offered to it, but any but the smallest 
contracts were refused, because of the 
growing demand for their regular out- 
put. 

Other plants made similar reports. With 
domestic trade on the increase the bulk 
of the recently placed munition orders, 
brokers say, are being given to Canadian 


factories. 


Indiana Finds War Materials Do Lit- 
tle to Revive Business, 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec. 9.—Re- 
pcrts from all of the manufacturing cen- 
ters in Indiana show that business con- 
ditions are improving. War orders have 
not played a prominent part in their re- 
vival, as few factories are filling them. 
Concerns manufacturing metal goods 
are working day and night. One factory 
here making phonograph and music cab- 
inets today turned out a big rush order. 
Companies making automobiles parts are 
working day and night shifts. 
Indianapolis jobbers report that the 
business of 1915 is above the average for 
the period between 1907 and this year, 
with a prospect of improving steadily. 
The derhand for steam coal is above 
normal and the railroads are stocking 
coal for the first time in three years. 


Worcester Has Only One Concem 
Making Munitions oxclusively. 
WORCESTER, Mass., Dec. 9.—War or- 


ders have not appealed to Worcester 
manufacturers. : 

Information direct from headquarters 
of the Metal Trades Association is that 
Worcester machine tool builders will not 
sacrifice their established business for 
war orders. 

Wright Wire Co. has refused an order 
for rope tugs for Russian artillery. 
Worcester Pressed Steel Co. has refused 
to duplicate an order for shell cases. 
Morgan Construction Co. reports orders 
for steel mill machinery that will not 
permit its taking war orders. 
Harrington & Richardson Arms Co, 
will not sacrifice its business of sport- 
ing guns for war orders. Crompton & 
Knowles Leom Works. with four years’ 
business, refused to turn into a muni- 
tion plant. 

Wyman & Gordon made half a million 
sword bayonets, but refused to duplicate 
the order. The Worcester Machinery 
Co. is the only concern now giving its 
entire attention to war orders. The Gra- 
ton & Knight Leather Co. has refused 
war orders, as it is unable to keep up 
with its regular trade. 

Philadelphia Is Still Giving Prefer. 
ence to War Material. 
PHILADELPHIA, Dec. g. It would 
appear that rush war orders have been 
receiving preference over interior or- 
ders as far as Philadelphia is concerned, 
The Baldwins recently allowed the 
Pennsylvania Railroad to hand over an 
order for 61 locomotives to the Amer- 
lean Locomotive Works. Usually the 
Baldwin plant builds all such locomo- 
tives for the Pennsylvania that they 
are unable to handle in their own shops.

Experts Say They Would Make 
Possible Intercharge of Freight 
by Barges, Revive River. 


BIG SAVING’ IN 


Inducement for New Packet 
Lines—First Wharf Planned 
at North Market Street. 


A number of business men at a public 
hearing last night indorsed the proposed 
municipal dock at North Market street, 
which the city plans as the first step in 
the development of river front termi- 


nals. 

It was the second hearing on the sub- 
ject conducted by Alderman Hall, chair- 
man of the Committee on Streets, Sew- 
ers and Wharves, and was held at 
night at the request of the Tenth 
Ward Improvement Association in or- 
der that workingmen might appear. 

Capt. Robert E. Lee of Memphis, who 
operates the Lee Line steamers on the 
Mississipp! and Ohio, told the commit- 
tee the construction of docks that would 
make possible the interchange of freight 
by barges and railroads, would revive 
river traffic, and help St. Louis. Capt. 
Lee said the city need not fear that its 
docks will lie idle if constructed, as 
the existing packet lines will use them, 
and it is probable that ew transpor- 
tatlon ae yg will enter the field. 


B. L. Is Represented. 
P. W. © *. traffic commissioner of 


the Business Men's League, said the 
growth of St. Louis trade in the South- 
west depends upon the improvement of 
water transportation to produce lower 
rates. The railroads have been permit- 
ted to maintain rates between Texas 
and St. Louls that are higher than the 
combined water and rail rate from 
Texas points to Boston and New York, 
Coyle sald. 

The fact that no water competition 
existed at St. Louis was the argument 


the railroads used to the Interstate) 


Commerce Commission, and that body 
will authorize a reduction of rates as 
goon as waterway development begins, 
Coyle said. 

John M. Glynn, representing the L. M. 
Rumsey Manufacturing Co,, ted the 
rate on bathtubs to Galveston, to illus- 
trate this point. Glynn said the rate 
from St. Louis to Galveston was $6.14, a 
distance of 1133 miles, while. the rate 
from New York. to Galveston was $2.62, 
by water, a distance of 2500 miles. 

Other business men who advocated 
that the dock be constructed at North 
Market street were Julius Seidel, repre- 
senting the Lumbermen’s Exchange: 8. 
E. Jones, traffic manager of John Deere 
Plow Co., and C. M. Hanaway of J. 
Kennard & Sons Carpet Co. 

City’s Expert Explains, 

C. FE. Smith, the city’s expert on rall- 
road matters, employed by the Public 
Utilities Department, explained why it 
was proposed to place the first dock at 
North Market street instead of nearer 
the center of the river front. He said 
the point was the most Accessible to the 
railroad lines that would have to inter- 
change with boats, as a great deal of 
freight must be switched from industries 
through Mill Creek Valley over the ele- 
vated railroad and the levee. It would 
necessitate a second movement south of 
the levee to reach a dock below Eads 
Bridge. 

The street grades at North Market are 
sO easy that it will favor teaming for 
less than carload freight, Smith said, 
and the city owns plenty of river front 
property at this point. 

Alderman Hall announced that an- 
other hearing will be conducted before 
the ttee will report on the bill.

An East St. Louls manufacturing 


firm is already doing what many 
persons have been advocating for 
years, ‘shipping goods by water to 
New Orleans and other lower Missis- 
sipp! points and to Mexico and South 
America: The company is the J. C. 
Grant Chemical Co., makers of bak- 
ing powder. Charles Rog 
of the company, said in an “Inland 
Navigation” discussion at the St. 
Louls Commercial Club last night 
that the firm’s dividend had been in- 
creased 1% per cent this year on a 
capital of $300,000 by shipping by 
water. 


Roger told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
today that between April and Septem- 
ber he shipped 1100 tons of baking pow- 
der to New Orleans, Natchez, Baton 
Rouge, Vicksburg and Greenville and 
reshipped part of it from New Orleans 
for Mexican and South American ports. 
The only reason he did not ship more 
was that only eight boats made the 
trip. 

He shipped as much by rall as was 
shipped by boat.

THE FRISCO’S FUTURE. 

As the builder, organizer and for many years 
head of the operating forces of Nhe Frisco sys- 
tem, B. F. Yoakum’s analysis and criticism of the 
bankers’ plan of reorganization is interesting and 
important. Mr. Yoakum is thoroughly familiar 
with the condition of the road and its possibili- 
ties. His criticism is based upon the standpoint 
of the constructor and operator. 

The basic plan agreed upon, according to Mr. 
Yoakum, was that 5 per cent income bonds were 
to be sold at 85 cents on the dollar, but to supply 
the road with sufficient money for its immediate 
needs and a working surplus, $25,000,000 in bonds 
were to be sold to stockholders at par. 

Subsequently the privilege of converting the 
5 per cent income bonds into 6 per cent preferred 
stock was injected into the plan, increasing its 
burdens unnecessarily by an annual charge of 
$385,000 annually, without value or advantage to 
the property. 

The creation of a voting trust deprives the 
stockholders of all rights of control, contrary to 
the laws of this State. 

Summed up, Mr. Yoakum’s points against the 
reorganization plan are that too much money is 
diverted from its working revenues and too heavy 
financial burdens are laid upon it. The success- 
ful operation of the road under these burdens 
would be doubtful if not impossible. 

‘Everything Mr. Yoakum says about the vital im- 
portance of this great system to the South and 
Southwest and to St. Louis and other great cities 
it serves, is true. Eiverything he says about the 
vital interest of the public in the successful and 
economical reorganization and operation of the 
system is true. “In the final analysis,“ as he re- 
marks, the system’s “obligations must be paid 
from the earnings of the company through the 
users of the railroad.” 

The Public Service Commission cannot afford 
te overlook the force of these and other criticisms 
of the plan which bear upon the equity of the 
scheme and the future success and usefulness of 
the system.

PROBATE JUDGES PICK ST. LOUIS. 

In its excitement over landing the whale—the 
Democratic convention—St. Louis should not over- 
look a smaller fry that dangles on its hook. Let 
us duly rejoice over the Missouri Probate Judges 
Convention, which has picked St. Louis as its 
meeting place—the news coming simultaneously 
with that of the greater triumph. — 

Picking St. Louis seems to be natural to Probate 
Jndges and Public Administrators. The picking 
is good here, and it has sometimes been done in 
a highly scientific and thorough fashion. No 
town in the country affords better examples of 
profitable public administration. Past masters of 
the art have made it a veritable exposition town. 

But while our example is to be avoided in some 
particulars, we assure a hearty welcome to the 
Missouri Probate Judges, trusting to their probity 
to remain intact and their reputations unscathed 
through the ordeal of contact with sophistication. 
Seriously speaking, there is no more honorable 
body of men than those whom the people of the 
country towns choose upon intimate acquaintance 
to administer their probate affairs. St. Louis will 
feel honored by their visitation. 
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BYZANTINE LOGOTHETE.

A logothete was a By- 
zantine official and, as everybody knows, a By- 
zantine official was a useless bore who did noth- 
ing but a lot of heavy standing around and officia] 
announcing, as well as considerable fault-finding. 
He was oracular, knew just how everything ought 
to be done, and he elocuted all over the place. 
As a self-advertiser he had no equal, but when 
he went out of office the people could remember 
nothing he had done but weary them to extinction. 
Of course the people had only themselves to blame 
for him. 

When the American people innocently elected 
Col. Roosevelt President they little dreamed they 
had wished him upon themselves in an official 
capacity for life. But we observe him occupying 
a self-created office—that of supervisor and critic 
of American affairs—which judging by the volume 
of noise it makes, might be larger even than the 
presidency iel.

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THE ADVERTISING THAT DOES NOT PAY. 
The Olympic Theater’s offering, It Pays to Ad- 
vertise,” satirizes, rather burlesques, the power of 
publicity In a way showing its might, but is too 
lacking in seriousness to include even a sugges- 
tion of another teaching of experience, to wit. 
That it does not pay to advertise falsely. 

Of two important characters, one is a father 
who has done Very well by acting on the principle 
that the merit of goods will ultimately, if slowly, 
force demand. The other is his son just out of 
college, who is drawn into an elaborate campaign 
of publicity for a soap not yet manufactured but 
designed to be made for three cents a bar, sold to 
the retailer for 65 cents and sold to the con- 
sumer for $1. The effectiveness of the campaign 
brings perfectly bewildering results. Avalanches 
of orders pour in for the goods that as yet have no 
existence. The humorous embarrassments of a 
publicity too great to be handled are removed at 
the end by the father, head of the Soap Trust, who 
buys ont at a handsome figure the young pro- 
moters whose only property in fact is the pub- 
licity they created. 

The lesson as to deceptive, swindling publicity 
is not obvious, but the action would have to be 
carried only a little farther to indicate it. Ad- 
vertising fictitious merits for real articles might 
create greater difficulties for father to meet than 
. | advertising a fictitious article for which father 
could still supply something equally as good. 


The insistence on “pure” publicity—the sallable, 


untainted kind—is yearly increasing. The other 
kind which does not pay is rapidly becoming out- 
lawed. In publicity honesty is emphatically the 
best policy. 
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PUTTING ST. LOUIS ON THE MAP. 

Director John I. Beggs of the North American 
Trust, formed to devise ingenious ways of milk- 
ing the St. Louis public, defended the Keokuk wa- 
ter power contracts in testimony before the al- 
dermanic committee. The engineering experts 
who aided in exposing the larcenous terms of these 
contracts were denounced by him as cheap the- 
orists turned out from colleges by the regiment. 

Manager Einstein has testified that these con- 
tracts are a burden to the Union Electric to the 
extent of $250,000 a year. Is Mr. Einstein only a 
college-bred theorist? Does Mr. Beggs know more 
than he does about the effect on Union Electric 
finances? 

President Richard McCulloch has _ testified 
that these contracts are a burden to the United 
Railways to the extent of $231,000 a year. Does 
Mr. Beggs know more about their effect on this 
company than Mr. McCulloch? Perhaps Mr. Mo- 
Culloch is also a visionary theorist. 

Efforts on the part of his beneficent utilities to 
put St. Louis on the map were referred to by Mr. 
Beggs. The policies forced on those handicapped 
utilities by the selfish and arrogant North Amer- 
ican magnates are one of the reasons why a larg- 
er place on the map is not now occupied by St. 
Louis. 
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SOUTHERN HOTEL AS A CONVENTION ASSET. 

The announcement that the old Southern Hotel 
will be reopened to care for guests during the 
Democratic and other large conventions of the 
summer will be gratifying not only to St. Louis- 
ans, but to all others accustomed to attend na- 
tional political gatherings. 

No other city in the country has such a hotel 
asset. It apparently was planned and built with 
special reference to the needs of presidential con- 
ventions. The two great intersecting corridors, 
as broad as a street, by which it is traversed, form 
a veritable Rialto of politics during these gather- 
ings and its other features and appointments were 
laid out on a generous scale, putting to shame 
the economies in space practiced in even the most 
costly of modern skyscraper hotels. 

The Southern, which has figured in many po- 
litical developments of major importance in the 
past, will be found in its old role next summer. 
Restored to public favor during the unusual de- 
mands of the coming year, who-knows but what 
it will remain open permanently? 
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GOOD ROADS IN COUNTY. 

A strong argument in favor of the passage of 
the bond issue for the construction of good 
roads, to be voted on shortly in St. Louis County, 
is found in a news item from Boston. So specifi- 
cally does it prove the financial benefits derived 
by good roads that it leaves no doubt. 

The article states that wayside produce mar- 
kets are daily growing more numerous along its 
suburban highways. The truck farmer has dis- 
covered that owing to the increased automobile 
traffic by his property he can sell the greater 
part of his output at his gate. Instead of hav- 
ing to haul his goods to market he finds his mar- 
Ret coming to him. A more profitable market it 
proves, too, by the elimination of the middle- 


man. 
With the cheapening of machines this trade is 
bound to grow throughout the country, provid- 
ing it is fostered. A few years ago a car was a 
reat luxury, indulged in only by the rich; now 
they are within the reach of people of moderate 
means. The thing that stands between the pur- 
chaser of a machine today is not so much the 
original price as the condition of the roads. Good 
roads mean pleasant riding and economical run- 
ning, two most important factors. 

With the reconstruction of the roads in St. 
Louis County this traffic would increase enor- 
mously. Not only that, but land values would 
increase by inducing more people to move to the 


country. 
Our county farmers have their welfare in their 
own hands. How will they vote? 


PAN-AMERICANISM THEN AND NOW. 
Civilization’s progress on the Western Hemi- 
sphere is measured by contrasting the utterances 
of Woodrow Wilson and, almost a century before, 
Thomas Jefferson, on the subject of Pan-Amer!i- 


canism. Said Jefferson, writing to John Adams: 

I enter into all your doubts as to the event 
of the revolution of South America, They 
will succeed against Spain. But the danger- 
ous enemy is within their own breasts. Igno- 
rance and superstition will chain their minds 
and bodies under religious and military des- 
potism. I do believe it would be better for 
therm to obtain freedom by degrees only; be- 
cause that would by degrees bring on light 
and information, and qualify them to take 
charge of themselves understandingly; with 
more certainty, if in the meantime, under so 
much control as may keep them at peace with 
one anether. Surely it is our duty to wish 
them independence and self-government, be- 
cause they wish it themselves, and they have 
the right, and we none, to choose for them- 
selves; and I wish, moreover, that our ideas 
may be erroneous and theirs prove well- 
founded. But these are speculations which 
we may as well deliver over to those who are 
to see their development. 

Woodrow Wilson records the advance: 

All the Governments of America stand, so 
far as we are concerned, upon a footing of 
genuine equality and unquestioned independ- 
ence. We retain unabated the spirit which 
was so frankly put into words by President 
Monroe. We atill mean to make a common 
cause of national independence and of pol- 
itical liberty in Ameriea, but that purpose is 
now better understood so far as it concerns 
ourselves * © Separated, they (the various 
American Governments) are subject to all the 
cross currents of the confused politics of a 
world of hostile rivalries. United in spirit and 
purpose they cannot be disappointed in their 
peaceful destiny. This is Pan-Americanism. 
We “ have set America aside as a 
whole for the uses of independent nations and 
political freedom. 

To Jefferson we hark back for the simplest 
statement of our policy, thus far fulfilled, of 


isolation and unity: 

America has a hemiephere to iteelf. It must 
have its separate system of interests, which 
must not be subordinated to those of Europe. 
The insulated state in which nature has placed 
the American continent should so far avail 
it that no spark of war kindled in other 
countries of the globe should be wafted across 


| the wide oceans which separate us fram tbem. 
And it will be so,

Pens a la Tartare—Cold cooked 
peas, tartare sauce, and one head of 
lettuce, Put the peas in a dish. Add 
enough tartare sauce to the peas to 
moisten them well and arrange a border 
of lettuce leaves around them. For the 
tartare sauce, take one cupful of may- 
annaise sauce, one tablespoonful of 
chopped gherkins, one teaspoonful each 
of chopped tarragon and chervil, and a 
pinch of sugar. Mix all the ingredients 
thoroughly and Keep them on ice or in 
a very cool place. 


Coffee Whip Pie—Three large ta- 
blespoons flour, 4 tablespoons sugar, % 
teaspoon salt, 3 cups strong coffee, % 
teaspoon vanilla, 2 eggs. Mix dry ingre- 
dients together thoroughly, moisten with 
a little of the coffee, then add yolks 
of eggs beaten lightly; all the rest of 
the coffee slowly, mixing all smoothly 
Cook until thick, stirring often; remove 
from stove, add vanilla, beat well. Pour 
into baked pie shell. Beat whites of 
eges stiff, add 1 tablespoons sugar, 
spread on pie, brown in hot oven. 


Pineapple Pie—Chop the contents 
of 1 can sliced pineapple, add juice from 
can, add 3 eggs, 2 very scant cups sugar. 
2 tablespoons flour, pinch of salt, etir 
together. Bake with 2 crusts. The con- 
tents of 1 can and the above will make 
38 small ples or 2 large ones. 


Creamed Chicken With Celery— 
Melt 2% tablespoons butter, add 3 ta- 
blespoons flour and pour on gradually 
l cup milk; season with % teaspoon salt. 
%» teaspoon celery salt and a few grains 
of pepper; then add 1% cups cold cooked 
chicken cut in cubes and 1-3 cup celery 
cut in small pieces. 


Vegetable Seup—Run through food 
grinder 2 large potatoes, 1 onion, 1 ar- 
rot, 1 large ripe tomato er Kan, Kot 
a Small cabbage, 1 pound of neck beef;

PARADISE AFTER 
STAY IN GALLIPOLI 


Climate Now Nothing to Boast 
of, but Tommies Find It Bet- 
ter Than Turkish Heat. 


TENT CITY ON HILLTOPS 


Correspondent Sketches Life in 
Balkan Expeditionary Camp 
Among the Greeks. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press, 

SALONIKI,. Greece, Nov. 10.— The 
camp of the British Mediterranean ex- 
peditionary force lies to the west of Sa- 
Joniki—or Thesaloniki as the Greeks have 
it—among the rolling foothills of Mount 
Kortchou. Although a very consider- 
able force has already left Dor Doiran, 
on the Serbo-Bulgarian frontier, there 
are still some 11,000 men gathered in the 
camp. 

The first lot of British troops landed 
in Greece was Irish, as the commanding 
officer, Gen. Sir Bryan Mahan, is Irish. 
They were what was left of the Irish 
division sent to Gallipoli, whence they 
came on to Saloniki. But, as the Gen- 
eral said: They are not as Irish as 
they were. Not that they are any less 
Irish—only there are fewer of them.“ 
For a great many were killed, wounded 
and taken prisoner in Gallipoll. 

They are content to leave Gallipoli, but 
the climate of Saloniki is nothing to 
boast of at this season. It rains every 
day. The rough, badly paved streets are 
muddy and full of chuck holes. The 
roads are knee deep in mud. Flour is 
scarce and the food is bad and dear. The 
price of everything has gone up three 
times since the arrival of the foreign 
troops. A British sovereign, for the first 
time, in a bankrupt country like Greece, 
is worth less than its face value-in local 
money. While French is fairly current 
as a language, English is not spoken. 
Yet, despite all these material draw- 
backs, the British Tommy in his camp 
outside Saloniki is so delighted to es- 
cape the heat, the flies, the thirst and 
the stench of Gallipoli that he finds 
Macedonia a sort of paradise. 

Steep, Winding Streets. 

The road from the harbor to the camp 
lies through the old Turkish quarter of 
the town, at a steep angle up narrow, 
winding streets. From almost every 
house hangs a projecting second story, 
the latticed windows of which do not al- 
ways conceal the eager, curious, un- 
veiled faces of Turkish women watching 
the passage to and fro of so many 
strange soldiers. Shops open their whole 
fronts direct to the street. The camp- 
bound British Tommy, like everyone 
else, is forced to bargain for his pur- 
chaser from the sidewalk—a proceeding 
which does not improve the already bad- 
ly jumbled traffic. The foreigners bring 
their own food with them; if they did 
not they would run serious risk of 
starvation. 

At every crossroad Temmy loses him- 
self in a dense crowd of Greek soldiers, 
slight in comparison with the stocky. 
deep-chested French, diminutive in com- 
parison with the tall, wiry British. 

The way to the camp leaves the town 
between the high walls of twin burial 
grounds—one Jewish, the other Greek. A 
little farther on is the old Turkish cem- 
etery. It has become the corral of hun- 
dreds of Greek army mules. Close by n 


long series of brick barracks shelters | 


tens of thousands of refugees from 
Macedonia, Thrace and Servia, 
Succession of Mudholes. 

The road in the open country becomes 
an incredibie succession of mudholes, 
along which swing columns of broad- 
shouldered, blue-clad Frenchmen making 
their way to their own camp lying to 
the south of the British compound. 
Trains of supply wagons, officers’ auto- 
mobiles, motor trucks, or “lorries” as 
the English call them, force Tommies 
and ‘‘poilus’’ alike into the soggy fields. 
Two huge tractors draw each a gray- 
painted French four-inch long-range 
gun, on whose muzzles are painted their 
names. One is Boche Chaser,“ the 
other is Death Spitter.’’ 

Along the road hundreds of itiner- 
ant vendors set up improvised stands in 
the fields. Neckties, hot chestnuts, sus- 
penders, writing paper, raw shrimps, 
socks, sweetmeats, fortunes told, photo- 
graphs taken—and bang goes Tommy’s 
pay! Enterprising merchants have even 
installed barrels of beer in the fields as 
stations of refuge for the thirsty sol- 
dier. Beggars, of course—the lame, lit- 
tle girls in tattered misery, the old of 
every race and kind. 

Finally the tent city, seeming to cover 
unending acres of hilltops. The road and 
a stream separate the French from the 
British. Along the stream the British 
Tommies kneel, washing their clothes 
against the rocks as any French wash- 
erwoman might. Where the stream tric- 
kles over a five-foot rock making a 
meager waterfall, a number of men, 
stark in the chill air, are bathing. Half- 
way up a slope, a squad of signal men 
are doing drill. 

Against the sky on the hilltop a squad 
of men are going through the exercises 
— “to keep the beggars fit,“ the officer 
Says. Down a Valley, between two 
knolls, swings a company returning from 
route march. Near at hand, before the 
butcher's tent, a line of new-killed hogs 
hung up by the heels, are dripping. 

Atop of one hill is a flagpole with the 
flag of the Red Cross. 

Every day more transports arrive, 
pouring out their soldiers—Greek, 
French, British. Horses, kicking help- 
lessly, are lifted bodily from the ship. 
Wagons, cannon, ammunition cases, 
stores—all clutter the quais. Silently the 


French slip up the railway line to the 


front. This camp does not grow much. 
Hut the British camp, for all the de- 
partures in the direction of Doiran and 
the Bulgarian frontier, is still populous, 
the men still training. 

Between the French and the British 
there is the completest working co-op- 
eration. The French have the predom- 
mant force and they have taken the 
major burden of the expedition. While 
the British and French armies are whol. 
ly independent one of the other, the 
fractical method of procedure is for Gen.

NICARAGUA'S NEW 
CURRENCY BACKED 
BY GOLD RESERVE 


Republic Retires All of Old Paper 
in Three Years With Aid of 
Americans. 


NEW MONEY IS AT PAR 
Cordoba Was at Discount for 
Time After European War Be- 
gan, but Is Again Normal. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 
MANAGUA, Nicaragua, Nov. 12.—The 


monetary conversion of Nicaragua, by 
which a mass of paper money with noth- 
ing behind it save the impaired credit 


of the Government has deen converted 
into a currency backed by a gold re- 
serve, was completed on Oct. 31, by the 
expiration of the time in which to 
change the old paper into the new 
money. 

The conversion was begun in a pre- 
liminary way in 1911 by the provisional 
Government which succeeded the 
regimes of Zelaya and of Madriz, the 
President whom Zelaya left when he 
fled. It was entered into actively in 
1912, was interrupted and set back a year 
by the fierce revolution of that year, 
was resumed in 1913, and although re- 
tarded by the business depression that 
fell upon the country was making fair 
headway in 1914 when it was again set 
back by the European war. Notwith- 
standing these obstacles the present 
Government, which succeeded the pro- 
visional officials after the elections of 
1912, has steadily kept at it and now 
consummates its plan, much to the ben- 
efit of business, commerce and in- 
dustries. 

Silver Currency in 1893. 

When President Zelaya, who kept 
himself in power and dictated Nica- 
ragua for 17 years, from 1893 to 1908, 
first assumed office there was a silver 
currency. During his first eight years 
he left it alone, issuing but small 
amounts of paper. In 1901 and 1902 he 
issued 5,200,624 pesos in paper currency 


silver to. a paper basis, the gold ex- 
change falling from the silver rate of 
2.08 in 1900 to a fluctuating rate of 5 to 
6 in 1902 and 7 to 8 in 1903. No further 
paper issues were made for some years, 
in fact some was retired, the exchange 
rate falling to 5.50 or 6. 

His last two years, 1908 and 1909, were 
turbulent and revolutionary. Over 3,- 
000,000 pesos more paper were issued, 
the rate jumping to 9. His temporary 
successor, Dr. Madriz, found no money 
and a first-class revolution. He issued 
15,000,000 pesos. The revolutionary gov- 
ernment who gained possession in Sep- 
tember, 1910, had no money and at first 
no revenues and issued 24,000,000 during 
1911 to pay the expenses of their revo- 
lution and other things. The rate fluc- 
tuated from 12 to 22, averaging 16. 

Then they began the monetary con- 
version. The services of the late 
Charles A. Conant of New York and 
F. C. Harrison of London, late Treas- 
urer-General of India, two of the best 
experts in America and England, were 
secured to devise the reform. A group 
of New York bankers were interested 
through the State Department on invi- 
tation of Nicaragua and financed the 
conversion. It cost Nicaragua approxi- 
mately two millions besides much finan- 
clal distress at times, but though often 
bitterly discouraged, the Government 
stuck to it, as they wanted to get their 
country on a sound money basis, and 
now they reap their reward. 

New Money at Par. 

The new money, of which the cordoba 
is the standard, equal to an American 
dollar in value, went into force March 
23, 1913. The gold reserve is kept in 
New York. All went well, exchange re- 
maining at par, until the war in Europe 
broke out. Then, frightened unduly as 
it has since turned out, but along with 
the rest of the world, the Government 
passed a moratorium law and the sale 
of gold exchange stopped. Cordobas 
went to a discount, at first of five to 
eight points. Then, assisted by local 
Speculators, who wanted to return to the 
halycon days of wild fluctuations, cor- 
dobas fell and rose, and fell again, at 
one time reaching 2% per cent discount. 
Early this year the favorable reaction 
set in, assisted by one of the loca) 
banks, and the cardoba has gradually 
risen till now, coincident with the con- 
version of the last of the old paper 
money, it is practically at par again, 
and the Government and the bankers 
say it will de maintained there at all 
cost. 

Considering the effects of the war on 
finances, and that it cut Nicaraguan 
commerce into half, and also consider- 
ing what has happened to the pound 
sterling and the money standards of 
Europe, Nicaragua's feat of bringing 
its money to par is very creditable. It 
has had good financial advice and as- 
sistance, and has persevered. It should 
be the first step towards a revival of 
its commerce and business. The. retire- 
ment of the last of the paper currency 
and bringing the new cordoba back to 
par is hailed as a financial feat. Pres- 
ident Diaz and Minister of Finance 
Cuadra are naturally much elated.

RUSSIAN SOLDIERS 


T FRONT UNDERGO 
MORAL CONVERSION 


Examination of Letters Reveals 
That Hardships Have Good 
Influence on Men. 


PETROGRAD, VY 2. vi.—The effect of 
the war on the common soldiers and 
their families in the villages has been 
studied and reported to the Imperial 
Geographic Society by I. I. Ulyanoff, 
on the basis of letters that have passed 


through his hands. Ulyanoff examined 
14 letters written from a village in the 
northern province of Perm. Without ex- 
ception all the village letter writers de- 
clared the war had to be fought to a 
victorious conclusion, no matter what 
the cost to the country or to them- 
selves. 

The soldiers writing from the front, 
some on the eve of batle, expressed un- 
faltering confidence in the final outcome, 
whether they should live to see it or not. 
But what was more striking was that 


practically all the soldier letter writers 
had obviously undergone, in their lonely 
watches or in their quiet trench conver- 
sations, moral experiences that Ulyanoff 
characterized as conversions.

consciences. Some spoke of vows by 
themselves and by companions not to 
fall in future into the errors of their 
past, to be sober and industrious, gentle 
and kind.

Spot market was quiet, un- 
changed to ld higher, with cargo mar- 
ket steady and winters unchanged. 
There is a noticeable improved outside 
inquiry on the recent decline. Foreign 
arrivals are expected to be liberal this 
Week. The corn market was quiet. Ex- 
pectations are for light Argentine ship- 
ments this week, but plata offers offset 
this forecast. Argentine weather at the 
moment is ideal. 

Corn futures averaged a fraction lower 
in sympathy with wheat, despite Liver- 
pool cables unchanged to 1d higher. 
Oats were quiet. Coarse grains colsed 
ut small losses compared with yester- 
day’s finals.

YEAR OF TRAGEDY 


Well Brought in on Farm of 
Kansas Family Yields 50 
Barrels of Oil Daily.

Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

IOLA, Kan., Dec. 9.—At last good for- 
tune has smiled on the Ard family. Aft- 
er a year of tragedy in which Mrs. Viola 
Ard was murdered, another of the fam- 
ily found dead, another suddenly bereft 
of his reason and attempts made to kill 
different members of the family, a big 
oil pool has been tapped on the Ard 
farm, near Elsmore. 

A well brought in Thanksgivigg day 
on the David Ard farm is vieifing 50 
barrels a day, and three others, brought 
in since are producing 40, 24 and 100 
barrels a day. Oil is now selling at a 
dollar a barrel and may go higher, Wells 
are being drilled on the Ora Ard and 
John D. Ard farms, which adjoin the 
David Ard farm. 

The new pool has been named the 
O'Neill pool, after the late Col. James 
O'Neill, organizer of the Kansas Natural 
Gas Co., one of the pioneers in the Kan- 
sas oil and gas field. 

The existence of the pool had been 
known for some time, but because of 
the low price of oil development was not 
pushed. Meantime, James M. Bruen, 
who discovered the pool, leased ‘thou- 
sands of acres of land in the neighbor- 
hood, and this now will be d»veloped as 
fast as drilling rigs can be put to work. 

The pay sand in the new field is 
twenty-five to forty feet thick and lies 
at a depth of 700 feet.

SPELLED BILIARDS 


Board Eliminating Foreign 
Words From Language Can 
Find No Substiute for Some. 


MILAN, Dec. 9.—The Commission for 
Purifying the German Language stin 
sits in Berlin. Sach English and*Freneh 
word in common use has been rigorous- 
ly examined. Many are sentenced to 
death. 

Lately, owing to the impossibility of 
finding a real German equivalent less 


than 10 syllables long, the word billiards 


has been allowed to stay. But it must 
be spelled ‘“‘biljard.” Hotel“ is Kept, 
too, but without the French accent on 
the o.“ 

The commission has made a clean 
sweep of words like boxing.“ box.“ 
‘bar’ and drinks.“ They have sent 
the police around to all places of pub- 
lic entertainment and had these obnox- 
ious’ expressions wiped off signs ant 
even off billheads. Henceforth they will 
be kept out of every kind of advertise- 
ment, billboard and newspaper. 

The French expression chanbre 
garnie, instead of furnished rooms, has 
shared the same fate. But the French 
word parfumerie,“ which you can see 
over every smart drug store in Ger- 
many, has been spared because there is 
no German equivalent for it, but, to 
save the nation’s honor, it must be 
written with an old-fashioned German 
u,“ with the agcent over it.

SOCIAL ACTIVITY 
IN RINGLING, OR. 


Men Are Working Long Days 
and Club Functions Are Prac- 
tically Abandoned. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
RINGLING, Ok., Dec. 9.—Oll activities 

in the region surrounding Ringling, 

which Became feverish with the open- 


ing of fall, have caused an abandon- 
ment of practically all social plans for 
the winter h. this town. 

Six months ago, when the population 
wavered around 1000, there were little 
clubs and a dancing organization. 
Women’s organizations of the churches 


Planned fall and winter social programs. 
The town was more than a year “- 


then. 

Some reckoning had been made on the 
score of the oil industry but the most 
sanguine placed the day of greatest ac- 
tivity in a period when Heeldf@®n field oi!

WINNER, WITH FATHER, OF NOBEL 
PRIZE, AT FRONT IN FLANDERS 


Another Scientist, Associated With W. 
L. Bragg in Work, Killed 
at Gallipoli. 
Correspondence of the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Nov. 27.—Lieut. W. L. 
Bragg, who, jointly with his father, 
Prof. W. H. Bragg, F. R. S., has re- 
ceived the Nobel prize for physics, is 
serving with the British forces in Flan- 
ders as an artillery expert. The third 
scientist, who was associated with the 
two in their researches into crystals and 
X-rays, Henry J. M. Moseley, was killed 
by a sniper’s bullet in Gallipoli. 

Prof. Bragg and his son won their 
medals by following up certain discov- 
eries in the formation of crystals made 
by Prof. Lave, a German scientist, who 
himself won the Nobel physics prize in 
1914. He developed the theory that an 
X-ray is a pheriomenon similar to ray oft 
light, but produced by wave lengths 
many thousand times smaller than the 
inconceivably small waves associated 
with light. Prof. Bragg and his son hit 
upon a method of investigation by which 
they obtained the knowledge as to how 
atoms in crystals are arranged. 

“To our astonishment,” he said, it 
upset all the old set theories of crystal- 
lography and many other ideas as well.“ 

In this work the pair were assisted by 
young Moseley, who was the son of the 
late Prof. A. N. M. Moseley of Oxford. 
Starting from a certain point of Lave's 
researches into the diffraction of X-rays 
in their passage through crystals, the 
three, in the words of Prof. Bragg, 
“opened up vistas the significance of 
which is inconceivable."’ 

Prof. Lave, like Lieut. Bragg and the 
unfortunate Moseley, is also a soldier.

“Little Theater“ at North Da- 
kota Agricultural College Is 
Model for Rural Playhouse. 


IDEA E SPREADING 


Villages Adopt Plan Professor 
Hopes Will Stop Trend of 
Country Youth to Cities. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

FARGO, S. D., Dec. . —In a labora- 
tory that is a “dingy” old chapel trans- 
formed, Alfred G. Arvold, professor of 
English and public speaking at the 
North Dakota Agricultural College at 
Fargo, is seeking the antidote for the 
deadly dullness of country life, and for 
the lure of the city. 


His laboratory is known far and wide 
as the “Little Country Theater,” and 
his efforts to solve a great problem of 
country life in the Middle West have 
brought him recognition from the lead- 
ers in America of thinkers along the 
lines of rural life betterment, and the 
drama. 


What the people of the country want 
is life,“ is Prof. Arvold’s theory. Com- 
munity spirit is at a low ebb, and the 
stupid monotony drives the young and 
old to the cities. The migration from 
the country to the city can never be 
stopped until country people find their 
true expression in the community, he 
believes, and the impulse must come 
from Within and not from without. The 
country people themselves must work 
out their civilization. 


This was the problem Prof. Arvold set 
out to solve, and the solving of which 
brought the “Little Country Theater.” 

“It is a large playhouse put under a 
reducing glass, he said in describing it. 
“It Is just the size of the average coun- 
try town hall. It has a seating capacity 
of 20. The stage is 30 feet wide, 20 
feet deep, with a proscenium arch 10 
feet high and 15 feet wide. The decora- 
tions are plain and simple, and the seats 
are broad and not crowded together. 
There is a place for a motion picture 
machine. The scenery is simple and 
painted in plain colors. Anyone in a 
country town can make a set like it. 
Simplicity is the keynote of the theater. 
It is an example of what can be done 
with hundreds of village halls, unused 
portions of schoolhouses and basements 
of country churches.” 


Others Like Theaters Planned. 


With the little theater as a labora- 
tory, Prof. Arvold is assisted in his 
search for the antidote for the deadly 
duliness by the sons and daughters of 
North Dakota farms. They are crowd- 
ing his classes to study the type of en- 
tertainment that will be suitable for 
similar little theaters’’ in their own 
communities, 

Instead of making the drama a lux- 
ury of the classes, said Prof. Arvold. 
‘the aim is to make it an instrument 
for the enlightenment and enjoyment of 
the masses, 

In a country town nothing attracts 

so much attention, proves so popular, 
pleases so many or Causes so much com- 
ment as a home talent play. Nothing 
interests people in each other so much 
as working together.“ 
The little theater“ has already proved 
its worth as a laboratory in the work 
Prof. Arvold is doing. His corps of as- 
sistants in the work, he says, seem tu 
rave caught the spirit. Some of the 
work which has been done includes 4 
presentation of The Fatal Message,” 
by John Kendrick Bangs, by young per- 
sons representing five different national- 
ities; a Russtan Honeymoon” was given 
as a means of depicting Russian le;

“Perhaps the most interesting inc 
dent, said the professor, “which has 
occurred in connection with the work o: 
the little theater was the Staging of a 
tableau entitled “A Farm Home Scene 
in Iceland Thirty Years Ago,” by 
young men and women of Icelandic de- 
ecent, whose homes are in the country 
districts of North Dakota. The effect 
of this tableau was tremendous. It in- 
ciuied other students Of foreign descent 
who were at the institution to present 
tableaux depicting the national te 01 
their fathers and mothers. The Little 
Country Theater has served as & 80 
ciological force in bringing odd the dif- 
ferent forms of social recreation of the 
national life of the foreign elements 
who reside in North Dakota. 

“Preceding plays, the folk dances ot 
different nations are given. in all the 
plays the young men and women taking 
part are required to do their own ‘mak- 
ing up. The young men set the scen- 
ery, attend to the lighting effects, raise 
and lower the curtain and look after the 
properties. Everything possibie is done 
tw give them sufficient training in the 
production of plays so that when they 
get back into their home communities 
they will possess ampie information to 
know how to get up a home talent play 
end do everything that goes with it.” 

The idea of the little theater is con- 
tagious, aceprding to Prof. Arvold. 
From every part of the State, as well 
as from outside, come letters dally ask- 
ing him about the work of the “little 
theater.” and for advice in staging 
heme talent plays in rural communi- 
Les.

—Disowned Allegiance With 
Night Riders, - 


Special to the Post-Dispatch 
HOPKINSVILLE, Ky., Dec. 9.—The 


announcement this week that the Plant- 
crs’ Protective Association of Kentucky 
and Tennessee had definitely decided to 


retire from business for the coming year 
oud, possibly, for good, Marked the 
passing of one of the most spectacular 
and active farmers’ organizations of the 
several movements looking to the pool- 
ing of crops to force higher prices. 

Organized in the fall of | for the 
avowed purpose of controlling the dark 
tobacco crop grown in the two states, 
the association rapidly grew in member- 
ship and attained imposing proportions 
sc that it became a potent factor in 
the handling of the crop. 

Prices Kept Dew, 

The campaign for this organization 
came as the climax of three er four 
years of continuously low prices. It was 
charged that the large concerns which 
annually bought the bulk of the crop 
kept prices down by a combination by 
which the tobacco producing territory 
was parceled out and no buyér would 
invade another's district. 

Some of the foremost publie_men of 
the day championed the f cause 
and welcomed the opportunity. to make 
speeches in behalf of the proposed an- 


sociation. Among these were A. O. Stan- 


ley, recently elected Governor of Ken- 
tucky, then Congressman; Senater Ollie 
M. James, who also was a Congréssman 
at that time; former Congresaman John 
Wesley Gaines of Tennessee, Joel Fort 
of Tennessee and many others equally 
as prominent. * 

It wasn't very long until Night Rid- 
ers, the masked and armed and per- 
fectly drilled bands of night marauders, 
began to add a new touch te he Sit- 
uation. These Night Riders always said 
they were acting in the interest of the 
association in the warnings they would 
leave, but they were just as em phat- 
ically repudiated by the, 
members, officials and speakers’ Yet, 
they continued their raids tor about 
three years, adding a lurid chapter to 
the history of the two stated.
